States Department af Ajfrlculture in 
the couno of'various experiments In 
hybrid citrus fruits. It was obtained 
by crossing the West India lime with 
thn kumquat orange. 


The fruit Is very much like the lime 


in quality nnd flavor, and cim be u^pd 
In "ade" drinks In the same way m 
lime. 
This quality Is especially ile- 


airable In Florida, «.i California lemons 
are not obtainable, owlnj; to quaran- 
tine restrictions asam«t the dlsca^.-, 
"brown rot." 
Sicily lemon* are ex- 


pensive and difficult to get, RO that a 
good add citrus Is a scarcity for at'* 
making. 
Moreover, the rind of the 


llmequat, like that of the kumrjuat, li 
edible, so that the whole fruit may he 
utilized. The color !* light yellow, re- 
sembling that of grapefruit.
